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Applicant's amendments filed July 11, 2006 have been entered. 

Applicant's arguments filed July 1 1 , 2006 have been considered but are not deemed persuasive. The rejections are maintained for the 
reasons of record, as set forth in the Final Office Action. 

Regarding a water activity of below 0.50. As stated in the previous office action, Gamay teaches of a water activity only as low as 0.86, 
however, provides motivation, as well as means for further decreasing water activity. Column 3, lines 12-20, Gamay states that there is a 
need to include a low water activity in cheese products/compositions in order to satisfy safety requirements. Furthermore, Column 2 lines 
53-58, Gamay teaches that common salts are able to lower water activity to desired levels. 

Regarding 10-40% flavor, in example 6, Gamay teaches that the cheese composition contains about 10% flavoring (i.e. 7.64%). 
Furthermore, as stated in the previous office action, Gamay teaches, Column 6 lines 40-43, that one would have been motivated to 
include an amount of flavoring to suite ones' specific taste. Gamay teaches of about the lower range of flavoring as claimed by applicant, 
and provides motivation for modifying such a range. 

Regarding 5-25% moisture, in example 2, Gamay teaches of the addition of about 12% water. Furthermore, as stated in the pervious 
office action one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to modify the moisture content of the final product depending on the 
exact consistency desired in the final cheese product. 
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
